On Oooembor 10, I960, a Trans-Oanada 
Airlines pilot, Captain 0, 7a rd, saw 
a npuotacular flash of "aurora-like' 1 
eolorplay In the skies Saturday even¬ 
ing. Several other filers In the 
air over eastern Canada and New York 
state also saw tho phenomenon.

Capt. Vflsrd is certain he caw what he 
claims, because he established contact 
with & Lufthansa Jet In the vicinity, 
the captain and officers of vhloh 
corroborated his report. He says 
that he and Lufthansa flight 420 were 
also in contact with an unidentified 
0P-100 interceptor of the ROAF which 
substantiated the sighting* 

The personnel aboard a Tt^Tflig&t. 
over Albany, N.Y# communicated to Ward 
that they too saw fthe aerial display, 
but that to them the center seemed to 
be orange, noft red. 

Added to the reports from' trie 'three 
other planes, the operator at the 
Quebec Gity airport tower also con¬ 
firmed the brilliant lights. 

Ward said that the original red center, 
flashing radiating rings that rippled. 
brilliantly for about two minutes, 
roaohing two distinct climaxes, soob 
gave way to a steady rod glow, which 
faded after about 20 minutes.

Just "seeing things" because of the 
substantiation of ft least nine other 
people in the varied locations, la 
all the more puzsleek, slnae there has 
been no public report of the occur¬ 
rence* 

Capt. Ward, at the time, tried to find 
£■ plausible natural explanation for 
the phonon! anon. 

Ronald Ans tee, investigating the oase 
in Montreal tola 3343 that he spoke 
to Capt. Ward cn tho phone after 
having contacts': TO A . He spoke to 












Captain Ward for about 20 minutes. 

He vraa told that ho had never Been 
anything like it before. The red 
object was a little diffused, but the 
v/hite object that seemed to separate 
from the top of the red one was clear¬ 
ly defined in shape. The two objects 
seemed to become smaller as if moving 
away on a straight line away from 
him and then seemed to booone larger 
as if moving toward him. Capt, Ward 
was at 18,000 feet. The Lufthansa 
was at 39,000 feet and both crera afews 
the object at the same time.

Ward is a reputable, experienced pilot 
and la considered to be one of the 
best in TCA, The object was travel¬ 
ing at a moderately fast speed on a 
horizontal path. As it passed to the 
north of the alror-aft's position and 
disappeared In the weBt, Captain Ward 
noted that it had a long blue tall. 

At no time did he hear any sound. 

When Dorval airport first got the 
report, the first reaction wag that 
the object was a large meteor. 

But Captain Ward*s report at the 
time of the sighting ohowed that there 
had been a solid 6,000 foot-thick 
overcast at 4,7000 feet. A nd meteors 
don't go that low! 


After Mr* Ana tea read the report in 
"MIDNIGHT", he contacted TCA by 
phono. Speaking to their publio 
relations branch, he was told that as 
far as TCA was concerned. Captain 
Ward could talk to anyone ho liked* 


When first speaking to Captain Ward,

These questions remain to be answered: 1 
Is there any connection between ihft 
"MIDNIGHT" report of Capt, Ward being 
oilanced and the sighting by the crew 
of a RCAF CP-100 interceptor? Do 
the Air Force Intelligence have any 
control over TCA air crews?

The reason for asking 
this question is that our present soc¬ 
iety could well be at the A,D, 2,000,00', 
level technology today," Lapp Bayg„ 
"Afqer all, the evolutionary process iv 
keyed to statistical fluctuations, to . 
random nutations. These could—on other-, 
planets or on this ow, evolve biologic 
cal ayyterns at a rapid or sluggish raxr.

Several national columnists picked it up: “The idea that

This attitude toward.thepublic is common among military 
leaders* In fact it.is drilled into them In service schools* 

But that this shabby deception should be practised by scient¬ 
ists In a nation;who ;looka to science for leadership is a tra¬ 
gedy of the first water*

Said Gariety, "It jaana simply the AF

"3ucoesaful important space projects 
and missile programs of the U.S„ and 
Russia have made Americana more 
aware," be said* 

Gariety quoted German professor Herman 
Oberth, who said that"UFOs do exist 
and are very real. They are visitors 
from outer spaoe." 

Astronomer Or. Howard Shapley, of Har¬ 
vard- Observatory, once said that "ther 
are at least 100 million inhabited 
planets in the universe. We are 
not alone*" 

Man doesn't know how life first origi¬ 
nates on a lifeless planet, but since 
men are on Earth, he knowfl It does* 
Reasoned Gariety: "Isn't it fair to 
suppose it has also originated on many 
other planets in space?" 

Why don't the spacemen and women land, 
then? "Well," said Gariety, "maybe 
they can't get along well or at all In 
Earth's atmosphere* Maybe they don't 
know of us. Maybe they do not like 
our praotlc© of war." 

Apparently, though, Gariety offered, 
they are not hostile. "They're Just 
friendly observers." 

The A.F., in an Operations and Train!?: 
Bulletin last year, said, "Unidentifis 
Flying Objects must be rapidly and 
aooarately identified as serious USA 3 *^ 
business in. the Zone of Interior.," 

The dlrctlve added that investigating 
officers "should be equipped with blno 
oulars, camera, Geiger counter, and 
magnifying glass and have a source fo ! : 
containers in which to store samples." 
"This Is very indicative. The Geiger 
counter as equipment means that the AF 
takes seriously the radiation involve! 
where UFOs have eithor landed or 
hovered near the ground.

The Fourth International Unidentified 
Flying Object Congress was recently 
held In Bonn, and It 1 b a matter for 
regret that our correspondent there did 
not Include In his dispatch the full 
majesty of its German designation* 

:2ven in English, however, It sounds 
much more fun than the average inter- 
national gabfest and by a happy coinci¬ 
dence its initials— FIUFOC —are practi¬ 
cally onomatopoeic, reproducing as theyj 
do the sort of sound whloh (one ima¬ 
gines) a. flying saucer makes in trans¬ 
it. Many hundreds of enthusiasts 
attended the reunion, and a leading 
German rocketter claimed that no fewer 
than 70,000 people had been vouchsafed 
a Sight of a saucer. 

But surely he ought to have said no 
move than'70,000 people"? Considering 
how conspicuous these objects are, 
over how many years tholr visitations
